Britain to Stand Firmly 
on Anglo-Irish Treaty 
War n i ng Agal n st B reac h

Darrow Leaves 
for ‘Honor’ Trial 


London, March 23—ALR)—A nnounce­ 
ment of a firm British policy tow ard 
the 
Republican 
governm ent 
of the 
Irish Free State was expected today’. 
The cabinet considered E am on Dc 
V alera’s plan to renounce the oath of 
allegiance to the crown and land a n ­ 
nuities paid England. 
B ritain w as expected to sta n d firm ­ 
ly on term s of the Anglo-Irish treaty, 
to indicate in clearest language the 
consequences of any such breach in 
the treaty. 
King George received J. H. Thomas, 
secretary for dominions, in audience 
at B uckingham palace for an hour, 
after whcih Thom as hurried to the 
cabinet m eeting at No. IO Downing 
street. 
The British governm ent, it was un­ 
derstood, desires th at any controversy 
be conducted with dignity 
and 
pa­ 
tience. 
It was considered possible the 
dispute m ight be referred to a trib u ­ 
nal.

Simultaneously, in Dublin, De Vale­ 
ra told the senate the Free State did 
not propose to continue paying land 
annuities to England. 
The next pay­ 
m ent is due late in June. 
“The governm ent is ad d ressin g to 
the Free State governm ent a co m m u n ­ 
ication which will m ake their stan d ­ 
point clear beyond the possibility’ of 
a doubt on the question of the oath,"

“F ailure to pay the land annuities 
would be a m anifest violation of an

“My work is done— W.y w a it? ’’ he w rote just before he 


killed himself. 


We can never really know ju. 
what leads a man to end his 


life. 
In Mr. Eastman’s case continued ii health and the fear of becom ­ 


ing physically helpless in the near future doubtless w ere leading causes. 


But that little note is a surprising and saddening thing. 


It seems to reflect, som ehow , the all-too-prevalent American 


notion; the idea that w e live only to work, and that a happy existence 


cannot be carried on if there is not som e useful task with which the 


hands can be kept constantly busy. 


That idea, probably, is a heritage from the pioneer days, 


when every m ember of society had to justify his very right to existence 


by continued labor. 
There was no time then for idling, no time for 


resting at the ed of a long furrow; life w as a struggle that never 


stopped "iitil the grave had been reached. 


But the pioneer era is a long w ay back of us now. 
We can 


be more leisurely, w e do not have to be so continually a c tiv e ; and w e 


should be able to see that the very crown of the life can be a serene, 


unworried and blithely “ useless 
old age, with all work pushed aside 


and the w hole being devoted to savoring those joys of sheer existence 


which there was no time to enjoy in youth. 


For w e have no proof, after all, that w e arc here solely, or 


even chiefly, in order that w e m ay work. 
Life is a profound mystery, 


and som etimes it is very hard to get a glimpse of its underlying signi­ 


ficance; but its highest and noblest m om ents very often com e w hen 


one is com pletely idle, v/hen the w orkaday world has been temporarily 


forgotten and one os contem plating such incidental things as music, 


literature, the color and form and harmony of the natural world. 


lf w e overlook that fact w e can go w oefully adrife. 
We can 


com e to the last long slope in the road, and, finding our tasks finished, 


feel a sense of loss instead of a sense of release— so that w e say, 


tragically, that because our work is done there is nothing left for which 


w e can live. 


DISADVANTAGES OF THE DOLE— 


We have been told plenty o f times, during the past few months, 


that the dole is demoralizing. 
Nobody ever took the trouble to show 


just how and w hy it is demoralizing, though, until the W elfare Coun­ 


cil of New York City the other day released a report studying the 


effect of unem ploym ent on the '’new p oor.’’ 


From reports of som e 9 0 0 social workers and public health 


nurses, the W elfare Council was able to get a pretty clear picture of 


what happens in a hitherto self-supporting, self-reliant family when 


it is forced to live on charity. 


“ Most of them ,’’ says the survey, “ really w anted work. 
WTien 


they got it without too long a wait, they were happy that they could 


get along without further assistance, and here was usually no ev i­ 


dence of the developm ent of a dependent attitude. 


“ When em ploym ent was long delayed, these who at first were 


uncom fortable a tthe necessity for seeking assistance, and grateful 


for whatever was given, becam e dem anding and grasping 


After the initial embarrassment of a first recourse to charity is over­ 


com e, it is easy to ask a second time, to drop efforts to find work, 


accept a position of dependence, rely on the agency and criticize its 


m ethods.’’ 


The survey explains, too, that m any unem ployed workers “ b e ­ 


cam e so mentally and physically fatigued by the constant discourage­ 


ment of unsuccessful search for em ploym ent that they were as open 


10 the mental infection of dependency, as they w ere to various physi­ 


cal infections.” 


This amply buttresses all the bad things that w e have been 


hearing about the dole. 
Yet it is worth noticing that the people 


studied in this report were the recipients of local chanty. 
Their m oney 


was com ing from the ir immediate fellow-citizens and not from Uncle 


Sam. 


One kind of dole, evidently, is just as bad as another kind.

that som e of them will lose their self-reliance and their energy.

Bids on 173.9 miles of concrete pav­ 
ing and 54.9 miles of tru n k highway 
grading will be received by the Min­ 
nesota H ighw ay departm ent April 5, 
according to announcem ent by Com­ 
missioner C. M. Babcock. This will 
m ake it possible to s ta rt paving on 
these projects as soon as w eather per­ 
mits, usually about May I. W ork on 
the grading projects will sta rt shortly 
after the contracts are let. 
All except one of the paving pro­ 
jects were am ong the list of jobs on 
which bids were taken and rejected 
in December. W ith contracts previ- 1 
ously let, this will m ake 332 miles def- 
. initely u n dertaken for 1932. The ten ­ 
tative program contem plates letting 
about IOO miles more at some future 
date, for completion in 1932.
